In the true sense, Rasic never had a team that

Tn the absence of any suddenly emerging new 
stars, he could have kept this unit together, undis 
turbed and fortified with an open expression of trust, 

Instead, he has decided to dig out from the 
mothball his old litmus paper and test new hopeful 
like Reilly, Pye, Ollerton, Pocock, Harding, et al, 
in case this fresh brew somehow, miraculously, tasted 
any better. 

Whether Rasic likes it or ‘not — he doesn't 
actually his course of action will be sct for him 
by the circumstances and opponents in the World Cup, 

He will not have the choice of tactics and 
strategies in any of the three matches: Australia will 
defend at least 90 percent of the time, 

Rasic knows this; the players know thi 
know thi: 

In that case, what options has he got? Only one: 
to blend together a team of defenders and midfielders 
— minus any strikers at all. 

Any. Ollerton-type of striker, a front runner pure 
and simple, who has to be catered for, will be an 
incredible luxury in matches where the accent is 
heavily or almost exclusively on defence, 


DICTUM 

Tt is quite likely that sooner or later Rasic will 
accept this dictum and shape his team: accordingly. 

If so, it wouldn't surprise us a bit to see him 
use one sweeper, four fullbacks and five midfielders 
in two wayes —- with no orthodox striker at all, 

Such a team could defend, hold the ball in mid- 
field for at least short periods and occasionally even 
lurch forward, cautiously and probably briefly, 

‘We do have many midfield players who can also 
weave an attacking pattern and hit the ball from a 
distance almost as well as the orthodox forwards; 
these latter, however, would be of little use to the 
defence, 

Is this type of formation ultra defensive, perhaps 
even pessimistic? By all means, 

But anything else will be an invitation to Aust- 
ralia’s suicide in the Cup, 

To me it is most amazing that Rale Rasic is 
not using whatever little time there is left to drill 
his team in just such a play, 

Being a realistic man, he must know that this 
is his only chance of avoiding some aweful drubbings 
eae hands of the two Germanys and even perhaps 

ile, 
One can only sympathise with Rasic for the 
botch our administration bas created for him; the 
incredible lack of preparations throughout 1974. 

But he must now live with this unhappy fact 
and salvage Whatever he can through cool thinking 
and Gimning, 5 

should the team flop in the Cup, Rasic will be 
the first crucified, not 'the little known or totally 
‘obscure officials who had all but sabotaged our 
preparations, 

So far, after each and every World Cup bid, 
Australia’s national coach vanished from the scene. 
Tt would be a pity if Rasic followed them,

Several club pres- 
jdents think the time is ripe to impose a quota 
system to encourage South African-born players 
to feature more prominently in the leading clubs, 
some of which field as many as 10 imports. Though 
the National League continues to boom, with 
crowds of up to 40,000 at big matches in Durban 
and Johannesburg, some officials want the game 
to take a more local look. Sounds familiar, doesn’t 
it? 


Albert's farewell 


Plorian Albert played his last official. match 
for Ferenevaros when they met provincial Zala- 
egerszeg, winning 3-0. A crowd of 30,000 turned 
up for the relatively unglamorous match. Albert 
came in at halftime, a 1-0; he made the second 
goal for Branikovits and then scored the third 
(ne, beating a fullback and the goalie with a twist 
and walling the ball into the net. 


Heart-stopper! 


Soccer fans beware! Stay cool when watching 
matches on television or you could be risking your 
health. Televised football imposes a greater strain 
on the heart than the most intriguing detective 
show. A group of West German doctors, research- 
ers at a new medical institute in Heidelberg, found 
viewers’ pulses beat an average of 60 to 65 times 
a minute during detective films and rose to 70 
beats during particularly exciting parts. But they 
recorded up to 127 pulsebeats a minute on the 
volunteer viewers when they screened football 
matches. Dramatic goalmouth scenes sent the rate 
skyrocketing to 45 beats above normal. A doctor 
said after the tests: “Watching soccer on TV 
inereases the risk of heart attacks. We advise 
viewers not to identify too much with teams or 
individual players.” 


Crowd behavior investigation 


Crowd behavior at First Division grounds is 
to be investigated by a special committee at_the 
request of the new Labor Government, the Eng- 
lish Football Association announced jast week. 
A five-man panel would visit each stadium and 
discuss crowd safety arrangements with the club, 
the police and other responsible people. The com- 
mittee also would study the relationship between 
Ciseipline on the field and crowd safety, parti- 
cularly the effect of dissent against referees’ de- 
cisions. The creation of the panel resulted from a 
meeting between FA officials and Mr. Denis How- 
ell, Minister of State for Sport, to whom its 
findings will be reported.
